ROCKEFELLER OFFER 
FOR CAIRO MUSEUM 
RECALLED BY DONUH 


Gift of $10,000,000 Is 
Withdrawn Because 
of Opposition. 


REASON FOR ENMITY 
OF EGYPT A MYSTERY 


Largeness of Sum Is Thought 
to Have Made Oriental 
Officials Suspicious. 


New York, April 28 (By A. P.). 
John D. Rockefeller, jr.’s $10,000,- 
000 dream of a great “temple of the 
unfolding life of man’”’ on the Nile 
was shattered today; its chance of 
emerging into reality blocked by 
the mysterious opposition of secret 
forces in the Egyptian government. 
From the moment of its inception 
until final abandonment the project 
has been marked by secrecy. Nego- 
tiations were begun early in the 
year and were only made public by 
a premature statement by cor- 
respondents in Cairo. Until re- 
cently details of the plan were kept 
secret and mystery surrounded the 
actual negotiations and reasons for 
Egypt’s hesitancy in accepting the 
gift. 


Offer Is Canceled. 


King Fuad was officially notified 
today by cable that Mr. Rockefel- 
ler’s offer to erect a great museum 
and research laboratory for the 
study of the origin of man was en- 
tirely withdrawn. It was said that 
this action was taken “to relieve 
the Egyptian government of em- 
barrassment,’’ which, the cable in- 
dicated, might be felt, due to the 
fact that the plan had not been ac- 
cepted even after it had been re- 
vised in a form which the Egyptian 
prime minister had _ previously 
stated in writing would be satis- 
factory to him. 
Since the offer was first made 
numerous reports have come out of 
Egypt concerning opposition to the 
plan. It has been said that politi- 
cal intrigue had much ts do with 
it, that warring factions of the gov- 
ernment sought to turn the offer to 
their own advantage and that the 
plan was looked upon wesKance in 
the belief that it was an attempt at 
a national bribe for a reason un- 
known except to the donor. 
American residents in Egypt 
were quoted as saying that if the 
gift had been $100,000 it would 
have been accepted without ques- 
tion, but because of its enormous 
size it was considered suspicious in 
some quarters, all action on it be- 
ing held up pending search for some 
mysterious motive. 


Opposition Never Open. 


Opposition in Cairo was never 
open, every courtesy being shown 
the Rockefeller emissaries and con- 
ferences being held with them 
which seemed to point to speedy 
solution of all problems. But solu- 
tion never came. 

The Rockefeller plan had three 
main features. An American com- 
mittee was appointed, consisting of 
Prof. James H. Breasted, V. Everett 
Macy and Raymond B. Fosdick, to 
spend $5,400,000 in construction of 
a new museum building and an ad- 
jacent research laboratory. With 
completion of construction § the 
duties of this committee would have 
ended and the museum would have 
been turned over to an Egyptian 
museum commission, having Egyp- 
tian, American, English and French 
representatives. After 30 years the 
whole project would. have been 
turned over to the Egyptian gov- 
ernment without qualifications. 
Maintenance of the museum would 
be taken care of by an endowment 
of $4,600,000. Full title and own- 
ership of the buildings and collec- 
tions would have been in the Egyp- 
tian government from the start.

In Alaskan Primary 


Juneau, Alaska, April 28 (By A. 
P.).—Dan Sutherland (Republi- 
can), serving his third term as dele- 
gate in Congress from Alaska, was 
renominated in yesterday’s primary 
election. His victory was conceded 
by his opponents with* only one- 
third of the vote reported. The 
missing returns include the ballots 
of many Indians, who generally 
supported Sutherland. 

Frank A. Boyle, of Juneau, was 
nominated by the Democrats, and 
Thomas Marquam, of Fairbanks, a 
Republican, was nominated on an 
independent ticket supported by an 
alliance of Democrats and anti-

NEWSPAPERS PRAISED

District Attorney Banton, of 
New York, Lauds Assist- 
ance at Meeting Here. 


PROCEDURE IS ASSAILED] 


Newspapers, through their facul- 
ty of molding public opinion, were 
cited as one of the greatest deter- 
rents to crime by Jacob H. Banton, 
district attorney of New York coun- 
ty, speaking last night at the ban- 
quet concluding the two-day con- 
vention of the National Crime com- 
mission in the Willard hotel. 

Glowing praise was accorded by 
Mr. Banton to the press for its as- 
sistance in his Campaign against 
criminals in New York State. The 
district attorney stated that “the 
newspapers in this instance accom- 
plished more tHan 10,000 police- 
men or 10 judges.’’ He deplored 
the fact that certain journals devote 
greater space to the enhancement 
of criminal exploits than the 
achievements of justice, pointing 
out that crime is more easily com- 
bated with the aid of newspapers. 

Uniform laws for the control and 
regulation of the sale, ownership, 
possession and use of pistols and 
revolvers were urged by Frank J. 
Kahrs, personal representative of 
C. L. Reierson, president of the 
Remington Arms Co. In a message 
to the commission from President 
Coolidge, which was read at the 
dinner, the chief executive said 
that the power of public opinion, 
recognized generally as one of the 
most powerful forces in the main- 
tenance of law and order,’’ should 
be back of discussion as to the best 
means of improving the machinery 
for apprehension, conviction and 
punishment of offenders.

KRIM AGAIN IS CONSULTED 


Oujda, French Morocco. April 28 
(By A. P.).—While French and 
Spanish delegates were discussing 
disarmament and other terms with 
the Rifflans to bring peace to Mo- 
rocco, the tribe led by Beni Mes- 
tara, who has been accepting 
French rule, suddenly revolted and 
opened an offensive on the French. 

Several soldiers were killed and 
wounded and quiet was only re- 
stored after the French had opened 
fire with fleld artillery. 

After the conclusion of today’s 
session a representative of Abd-el- 
Krim, chief of the Riffian tribes- 
men, left for the Riff in a French 
airplane. The French and Span- 
ish delegates agreed to wait until 
midnight of April 20 for an answer 
as to whether the Rifflans are ready 
to accept the terms submitted to 
them. 

A practical method for the dis- 
armament of the tribesmen and the 
question as to whether it would 
be advantageous formed the sub- 
ject of discussion at the morning; 
conference. 

It appeared that this again is a 
matter which only Abd-el-Krim can 
decide. Undoubtedly the tribesmen 
would be most reluctant to abandon 
their rifles, which to them are con- 
sidered a necessity of life. 

The Riffian delegates argued 
that should one tribe disarm while 
their neighbors were still in posses- 
sion of weapons, it might cause in- 
cursions into the territory of peace- 
loving tribes. 

The French and Spanish have ac- 
cepted the principle of armed police 
forces for the country, the particu- 
lars of which are under considera- 
tion. 

It is deemed quite within the 
range of possibilities that France 
and Spain may be obliged to wage 
war in order to show their desire 
for peace. The procrastination and 
delays in the negotiations have 
created an atmosphere in which all 
close students of Moslem life ad- 
mit strong methods must eventually 
be resorted to. ?

The demotion of former Traffic 
Inspector Headley was the ‘most 
monstrous administrative crime in 
the history of the police depart- 
ment,’’ Inspector W. S. Shelby told 
the House District subcommittee 
last night.

Inspector Shelby’s testimony was 
developed by the constant prodding 
of committee members but when he 
spoke he did so unequivocally. 

Thinks Fenning Was Ill Advised. 


Presséd by Representative Gil- 
bert, of Kentucky, he said emphat- 
ically that he was ‘“‘convinced no ill 
motive’’ actuated Mr. Fenning. ‘‘I 
am convinced that the commissioner 
was badly advised,’’ he said...

All Firms Found Liable 
To Federal Investigation 


Data May Be Asked at Any 


Separate Bureaus of the Government—Tax 
Increase Penalty for Refusal. 


Time By Any One of Thirty 


INVESTIGATING AT 
$20,000 AN HOUR 
Article IV 


By WILLIAM P. HELM, jr. 


Federal investigations have mul- 
tiplied to such an extent since the 
war. that any firm doing a fair vol- 
ume of business is subject to in- 
vestigation or inquiry at all times 
by from two to fifteen of thirty 
separate branches of the govern- 
ment. In some. special lines the 
number of investigating agencies 
affecting a single business firm is 
even greater. These firms, for self- 
protection, must preserve their 
books and records for several years 
in most instances. 

Every business firm in the coun- 
try, for instance, is subject to 
investigation by the bureau of in- 
ternal revenue, the ‘tax collecting 
branch of the government. Some 
of the bureau’s investigations go 
back three to five years. The bur- 
eau: has a considerable number of 


investigators and any one of them 


at any time has the right to enter 
an office and demand access to the 
books. If such access is denied, the 
procedure that has been followed in 
past instances is to make an addi- 
tional tax asséssment, where it is 
thought warranted, and leave it to 
the firm to make out its own case. 

In such cases it has been found 
the better policy to place the books 
at the investigator’s disposal. The 
overwhelming majority of these 
investigators are reasonable men 
and have no desire to be unjust in 
their reports. 

Likewise every firm in many 
large lines is required by law to 
furnish detailed information to the 
Federal census bureau. The firm 
has no choice but to comply. Most 
of this sort of investigation is done 
by correspondence and the infor- 
mation thus obtained is kept con- 
fidential by the census bureau and 
worked into general statistical ta- 
bles whose totals are made public.

With a suddenness which amazed 
political circles, 
yesterday camplications in the leg- 
islative situation, which, on the 
surface at least, threatened plans 
for early adjournment of Congress. 
and made almost certain a sharp 
conflict within the Republican 
ranks which may have a very seri- 
ous effect on the next presidential 
campaign. 

There was somewhat of a drama 
enacted on Capitol Hill. There ‘it 
was found that Republican sen- 
ators, hitherto regarded as of the 
most stalwart type, were joining 
insurgents and Democrats in oppo- 
sition to what has been character- 
ized as the administration legisla- 
tive program. 

Dissatisfaction with the regular 
program was found in connection 
with many pending bills, especially 
some of the proposals which carry 
continuing appropriations, but de- 
velopments came fastest concerning 
two of what have been character- 
ized as major problems—radio con- 
trol and farm relief. 

Politics, extending not alone inte 
the 1928 presidential campaign, but 
into the imminent presidential pri- 
maries, entaigled the situation at 
every angle. 


Lowden Backs ‘“‘Corn Belt’ Bill. 


The two outstanding. happenings 
marked the farm relief situation. 
They were: 

From Frank O. Lowden, former 
governor of Illinois, now accepted 
as a very serious factor for con- 
sideration in the 1928 Republican 
convention, came a statement favor- 
ing the ‘‘corn belt’”’ bill, which em- 
bodies the proposals of Represent- 
ative Gilbert N. Haugen, and which 
is one of the measures now about 
to be considered in the House. 
While not mentioning the Haugen 
bill by name, the former governor 
approved the proposed two-year de- 
ferment feature of that measure 
regarding the equalization fee, and 
made it plain that in his opinion 
more relief must be given the farm- 
ers than is suggested in the Tincher 
bill, which has the approval of the 
administration. 

The Lowden statement, issued 
last night, followed an agreement 
by eleven Republican senators to 
“oppose adjournment until effective 
farm legislation had been enacted.’’ 

The agreement by these senators 
was described as the continuation 
of the movement initiated by the 
“‘Committee of 22,’ which started 
in the corn belt, following. the Des 
Moines conference during: the 
Christmas recess of Congress.

FRANCE MAY OPPOSE 
CONSEQUENCES OF PACT 


Mutual Obligation Is Made 
Not to Join in Coalition 
Against Vere rower. 


By ALBERT W. FOX. 

It became known yesterday that 
the United States government was 
notified in advance of the terms of 
the political and economic treaty 
between Germany and Russia, and 
that President Coolidge had indi- 
cated no dissent or dissatisfaction 
with this pact which has now been 
signed and may play an all-impor- 
tant part in future plans for peace 
and disarmament. 

Coincidently, it is disclosed in 
diplomatic circles that Russia vir- 
tually threatened a rupture with 
Germany if the treaty was not 
signed, as the Russian government. 
was fearful of seeing Germany 
join the western powers and be- 
come a part of a common policy 
inimicable to Russian interests. 

The question now arises as to 
whether the European powers will 
follow the policy of silence or tacit 
approval being pursued by - the 
United States or whether France 
will assume the leadership of a 
European bloc and actively oppose 
the treaty and its consequences. 

On the one hand, it is contended 

that the treaty makes for general 
peace in that it brings Russia 
nearer to the international council 
table and removes the need _ for 
Russia's maintaining large arma- 
ment, thereby aligning Russian in- 
terests with general policies of 
European disarmament. 
* On the other hand, the fact that 
Germany agrees to go to Russia's 
assistance, at least to the extent of 
remaining neutral, in case of an un- 
provoked attack, appears from the 
French standpoint to suggest a 
form of military alliance between 
Germany and Russia and a cement- 
ing of their common interests for 
the future.

But even in that event, it is pointed 
out, the limitations provided for in 
the note of Locarno, December 1, 
1925, concerning article 16 of the 
covenant would apply to Germany. 
In other words, article 16, which 
gives the league council the right 
to ask league members. to contrib- 
ute military forces to uphold the 
covenant in case resorted to 
in disregard of the covenant, does 
not apply to Germany. 

If any power or combination of 
powers decides .to take financial or 
economic measures against Russia 
in time of peace, Germany is not 
bound to join ,in such enterprise. 

Fourth. Notification to Russia 
that Germany will loyally carry out 
the provisions of article 16 of the 
covenant of the League of Nations 
subject to the above-mentioned 
timitations covered in the note of 
December 1, 1925. 

This means that in the event of 
Russia going to war despite the 
covenant and against members of 
the league, Germany would be 
bound to sever all trade and finan- 
cial relations with Russia, but 
would not be bound to share in the 
make-up of military power. 

The making of the Russian- 
German treaty was due to particu- 
lar circumstances impelling each of 
these powers to promote the idea 
ef such a pact. 

Germany has felt she had to rely 
on the futherance of economic 
relations with Russia. The fulfill- 
ment of the Dawes plan depends, 
from the German standpoint, on 
Germany's ability to maintain her 
exports to Russia. In this connec- 
tion, it has been the German view 
that a solid political foundation be- 
- tween the two countries was neces-

He said it can not be ‘‘en- 
forced without violating the bill of 
rights and the Consfttution and the 
State’s rights as old as the hills.”’ 

The eighteenth amendment, he 
said, “is invalid and outside the 
scope of fhe amending power of 
the American Congress. The courts 
simply refused to say so, leaving 
it a political question, and one that 
the people must get out of the Con- 
stitution or pay the penalty.’’ 

He urged the amendment’s  re- 
peal, so that each State might then 
take up the question and settle it 
locally. 

Dr. Butler compared the future 
of the eighteenth amendment to 
the history of the fourteenth and 
fifteenth amendments, enacted to 
assure equal protection of the laws 
to negroes and to grant them the 
ballot. These amendments, he 
said, were practically invalid in 
large sections of the country. 

“You are face to face with two 
things,’’ he said. ‘‘You’ve got to 
let the prohibition amendment go 
the way the fourteenth or fifteenth 
amendment or repeal it, If it goes 
the way of the fourteenth and fif- 
tenth what is the effect going to be 
on the youth? How will it contrib- 
ute to the crime movement? 


Assails Volstead Act. 


“We must repeal the Volstead act 
to return to truth, decency, common 
sense and law observance —— it vio- 
lates all——it was intended to violate 
all of them—-the men who drew it 
knew what it would do.’’ 

Dr. Butler expressed the belief 
that public opinion had absolutely 
reversed on the prohibition ques- 
tion in the last year and now favors 
repeal. 

He said he had just come from 
Georgia, ‘‘where it is illegal for a 
physician to prescribe liquor to an 
ill patient—-consequently everybody 
has it.’”’ He said he believed the 
South and the West would favor 
repeal ‘‘if the question was present- 
ed to them properly.’’

Coal legislation designed to give 
the President full authority to 
seize and operate mines in emer- 
gencies such as existed during the 
recent anthracite suspension was 
approved yesterday by the Senate 
labor committee. 

Whether the bill will receive con- 
sideration at this session is prob- 
lematical. Some leaders expressed 
the view that there was no need of 
haste, since Congress could act at 
the December session in the event 
of necessity. 

Senator Copeland, Democrat, 
New York, who offered the measure 
during the anthracite tie-up, will 
seek action before adjournment, 
but whether he can get his bill in a 
strategic position rests with the 
Republican steering committee. 

Another coal bill, but containing 
far less drastie provisions, has long 
been. in the making in the Senate 
mines committee. A tentative draft 
was completed six months ago and 
turned over to Secretary Hoover for 
study in the Commerce Depart- 
ment. 

The Copeland bill was amended 
in several important particulars by 
the labor committee. The original 
measure called for the creation of 
a bureau of coal industry, but the 
committee eliminated that provision 
and put administration under the 
bureau of mines. 

Committeemen explained that 
this action was taken because of 
the announcement Tuesday at the 
White House that President Cool- 
idge would resist efforts of Congress 
to set up new independent Federal 
bureaus or commissions. 

The committee also added a pro- 
yision under which there would be 
created in ‘case of emergency the 
office of Federal fuel distributor to 
handle the coal from all mines as 
was done during the world war.

‘Temporary buildings which 
have been in use for years are fall- 
ing down,’’ Senator Smoot (Repub- 
lican), Utah, declared in advocat- 
ing passage of the measure. He 
said the expenditure of the $165,- 
000,000 would be ‘‘a good invest- 
ment’’ on the part of the govern- 
ment.

Inasmuch as the codification does not 
change a single clause in the existing statutes, 
but merely coordinates and unites those which 
are in harmony with each other, it is difficult 
to understand the reason for delay in pre-

sideration, unless Senator Ernst is fearful that 
the presentation of a 30-year-old bill would 
shock the conservatism of his colleagues and 
lead to an investigation as to his party regu- 
larity.

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FOOD AT SEA. 


The three-masted schooner, Roseway, bound 
North from Georgetown, 8S. C., whence she 
‘Sailed April 13, was towed into the Am- 
brose channel by the coast guard cutter 
Seneca on Tuesday. She was reported to be 


. leaking badly, which is the common fate of 


schooners. But it was also reported that her 
‘crew was mutinous because she was short of 
food. Just how the owners of a vessel could 
isend a ship to sea with provisions insufficient 
ito last two weeks would seem to be a fit sub- 
ject for investigation by the authorities con- 
itrolling navigation. Ships of the present age 
are without the shadow of an excuse for fail- 
ling to provide sufficient food to meet any or- 
inary emergency, and few of them are per- 
mitted to overlook the most essential of all 
supplies, food and water. 

The subject of food for the crews is never 
neglected by the bureau of supplies and ac- 
counts of the United States navy. It would 
}open the eyes of even a wholesale dealer to 
see the contents of the storerooms ona battle- 
ship today. These ships carry crews of 1,200 
or more officers and men. In their refrigera- 
‘tors at the beginning of a voyage are several 
hundreds of tons of fresh meats, smoked 
meats, poultry, butter, lard and other perish- 
ables. Hundreds of bushels of potatoes and

i prooms especially fitted up for the purpose.

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AGAINST BUREAUCRACY. 

In opposing further additions-to the list of 
independent bureaus or commissions President 
Coolidge is responding to public opinion. The 
troubles arising out of the activities of the 
Shipping Board, the Federal Trade Commission 
and the tariff commission have prompted the 
President to intimate that he will look with 
disfavor upon the creation of any more inde- 
pendent establishments. 

This Congress will appropriate more than 
$507,000,000 to carry on the independent of- 
fices or establishments, most of them wholly 
outside either of the three branches of the gov- 
ernment—legislative, judicial and executive. 
If any more bureaus are established, says the 
spokesman of the President, they must be re- 
sponsible either to the President or to some one 
of the cabinet officers and through him to the 
President. 

Congress has been in the habit of getting 
rid of responsibilities by creating a bureau or 
commission upon which the work and responsi- 
bility might be placed. Gradually there has 
been created, almost unconsciously, a sort of 
fourth branch of the government—the bureau- 
cratic branch. The President now gives notice 
that he is opposed to any extension of bureau- 
cracy. 
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It costs a fortune to hang a noted criminal 
but it isn’t all loss.

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ATR PORTS. 

Buffalo and New Orleans are a couple of 
thousand miles apart. They are preparing for 
air communication with each other. Buffalo 
has located the site for an air port which is 
designed not only to facilitate the handling of 
airplanes but to be a school for aviators as 
well as a playground for the citizens. Buffalo, 
during the war, was an important manufactur- 
ing center for aircraft, and the people there 
hope that the industry will be reestablished 
as a result of the selection of a suitable landing 
field. 

New Orleans, according to Senator Ransdell, 
expects to become a “port of call” for the 
fleets of airships which the people of Louisi- 
ana see in the future carrying mails, passen- 
gers and freight to Central and South America. 
New Orleans is making preparation for the 
day when there will be a regular schedule of 
air transportation from the Great Lakes to 
the gulf and beyond to the'southern continent. 

The airplane has ceased to attract the won- 
der of the dweller on the earth and the pres- 
ent generation will probably see air ports as 
common as railroad stations.

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THE DANGER OF GOBBLING. 


Will the State of Oklahoma, 
judiciary,

He did not hesitate, and 
the gobbling red man, whose name was Willie 
Brunner, dropped in his tracks, just after the 
third warning gobble escaped from his lips. 
Jim: is facing trial for murder, but he sets 
up in defense, that the gobble of an Indian 
brave means that the brave is about to send 

*s hearer to the happy hunting grounds, with- 
out any further ceremony. His attorneys have 
found that there is a precedent for the ac- 
quittal of their client. A s@®milar case was 
tried before Judge Parker during Territorial 
days, and that learned jurist ordered a verdict 
of acquittal, as he held that the killing of a 
gobbler was justified when the killer regarded 
the gobbling as @ threat on his life. 

The late Justice Miller, of the United States 
Supreme Court, once granted 4 writ to bring 
a man convicted of murder before the highest 
court in the land because it was shown to his 
entire satisfaction that the victim of the 
shooting misspelled the word ‘‘peddler.’’ Under 
that precedent Jim Crowell may get his case 
before Chief Justice Taft and his associates in 
the event that the State courts of Oklahoma 
disregard the precedent set by the Territorial 
tribunal in the matter of regarding a gobble 
thrice uttered as a good and sufficient cause 
for snuffing out the life of an Indian.

opinions and desires of a large number of citi- 
zens. The council can perform a valuable 
service if during Congress recesses its mem- 
bers will devote their time to the study of the 
needs of the District. The council would then 
be in position to present a concrete program 
of legislation to the commissioners and through 
the latter to the District committees. This 
would simplify the legislative program and en- 
able Congress to dispateh the matters which 
have commanded the united support 
citizens: 
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THE MIDDLEMAN. 

In an address before the National Distribu- 
tors association the secretary-treasurer of that 
organization defended the.middleman. He de- 
plored attempts to eliminate the middleman 
and declared: 


The middleman is performing a neces- 
sary: function which would be performed 
by some other agency even if it was elimi- 
nated. Middlemen are able to perform 
the marketing functions in the most eco- 
nomical and effective manner. 

Just how far the middlemen contribute to the 
large spread between the grower, or producer, 
and the consumer it is difficult to tell. While 
there are complaints of too many profits be- 
tween grower and consumer, nevertheless the 
middleman is an aid to the grower in that he 
provides capital and credit and permits the 
grower, or producer, to obtain his money witl- 
out delay and thus secure a market without 
further trouble. For this service the middle- 
man is entitled to remuneration. 

On the side of the consumer it may be said 
that the people who consume food and farm 
products, as well as household goods and cloth- 
ing, have the middleman to thank for facilities 
of purchase and for stocks constantly on hand 
ready for consumption. The people in the 
cities and towns would spend many times what 
they spend now if they were compelled to hunt 
up the commodities required and wait for de- 
livery. The consumers demand prompt service, 
and for this they should pay. — 

The present system of middlemen is the 
logical supply of a modern demand. Consum- 
ers could not get along without the system to- 
day. Service is the handmaid of business. 
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EXPORTS BY (PARCEL POST. 


Exports by parcel post now form an im- 
portant part of the shipments of the United 
States. In 1924 these shipments were valued 
at $21,419,000; in 1925 were valued at $26.,- 
052,000. 

These figures cover only wholesale trade, 
no figures being obtainable regarding retail 
shipments, amounting to several million pack- 
ages. It is estimated that these small packages 
were valued at approximately $25,000,000. 

Parcel post shipments to foreign countries 
comprise all sorts of articles, silk and silk 
wearing apparel leading the list, valued at ap- 
proximately $3,665,000. Leather goods, cot- 
ton goods and optical goods come next in value. 


Obviously the parcel post is an important | 


agency in the export trade of the United States, 
and the large varieties of commodities shipped 
indicate the diversity of American industries.

Should Women Work? 
To the Editor of The Post—Sir: 
A few years before the war the 
United States began the experiment 


fof allowing women to compete in 


industry on equal terms with men. 
This policy has now been carried 
to the point where very few gainful 
occupations are really closed to 
women. We are beginning to real- 
ize the result. 

During the war there was a big 
increase of the cost of living, and 
men had the choice between de- 
manding pay increases adequate to 
meet it or allowing their wives and 
daughters to go to work. Employ- 
ers naturally preferred the latter 
class, as they could work for less 
and still discharge their family ob- 
ligations. The result has been that 
many occupations in which a man 
could formerly earn enough to sup- | 
port his family unaided are now so 
poorly paid that the earnings of the 
wife are needed to supplement those 
of the husband. And. in some the 
husband finds himself obliged to 
compete with single. women, who — 
will work throughout their lives for 
wages that even an ambitious bach- 
elor would find inadequate to meet 
his legitimate social obligations. 

All this makes life very much 
harder for people of moderate 
means, and nobody profits except © 
the rich. Perhaps the greatest loss © 
is to the children. A mother who — 
works can not give them adequate — 
care, while her attempt to hold a 
job and keep up the housework at — 
the same time leaves her mentally 
too tired to meet the problems — 
which arise. It also compells the 
family to live nearer the city. Con-_ 
sequently there has b@en a great 
increase of juvenile crime and vice, 
while the unsatisfactory home con- 
ditions have caused an increase in 
divorce. a

In the Commerce Department 
there are three investigation bu- 
reaus in addition to the census bu- 
reau. The steamboat inspection 
service conducts rigid investiga- 
tions of American-owned steam- 
ships. Under the law the service 
must be furnished, for instance, 
with blueprints of certain parts of 
all vessels. The work of this 
agency is done with an eye to the 
safety and comfort of passengers 
and crews. 

The bureau of foreign and do- 
mestic commerce has a force of 
hundreds of investigators at home 
and abroad, their efforts being de- 
voted to extending American trade. 
Through sixteen commodity divi- 
sions and through other branches 
it keeps in close touch. at all times 
with conditions in each of the ma- 
jor industries of the United States. 
Most of the investigating work 
which enables it to do so is done by 
correspondence and questionnaires. 

The bureau of mines conducts 
minor investigations in the mineral] 
industries, and by means of a ques- 
tionnaire, publishes a monthly re- 
view of gasoline stocks, production 
and related information. The geo- 
logical survey of the Department of 
the Interior follows much the same 
methods of investigating the weekly 
production of coal and the monthly 
state of the petroleum industry. At 
irregular intervals, the survey also 
estimates stocks of hard and soft 
coal on hand—a work involving the 
liberal use of the questionnaire. 

In the Department of Agriculture 
there are several bureaus which 
have been endowed with investiga- 
tive powers by Congress. One of 
these is the bureau of chemistry, 
Which enforces the food and drug 
uct. It has wide powers of inquiry 
and action. Another is the packers 
and stockyards administration,

try. <A third is the grain futures 
administration, which has broad 
powers over the grain exchanges of 
the United States and may conduct 
sweeping investigations. 

If the business man happens to 
be a banker, his bank——assuming it 
to be a national bank—is subject 
to investigation by two Federal 
agencies, the comptroller of the cur- 
rency and the Federal reserve 
board. 

So far as the railroads, the tele- 
phone and telegraph companies, the 
coastal steamship lines and the pipe 
lines are concerned, their big Fed- 
eral boss is the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission. These indus- 
tries are subject at all times to 
minute Federal investigation by the 
commission and are regulated in 
great detail by the same agency. 
This, of course, does not preclude 
their investigation by other govern- 
mental agencies, such as the inter- 
nal revenue bureau, the census 
bureau, the bureau of chemistry, 
and so on. 

One minor phase. of railroad ope- 
vation, for instance, subject to in- 
vestigation by the public health 
service, is their drinking water sup- 
ply for passengers. Not many years 
ago the public health service ban- 
ished the common drinking cup 
from passenger trains. Today it 
makes frequent tests of the drink- 
ing water furnished and in addi- 
tion investigates the manner in 
which the containers are filled and 
cleaned. 

Another first-rate investigator is 
the tariff commission, whose activi- 
ties will be described in more de- 
tail later. Still another active 
agency of investigation is the cus- 
toms service which levies and col- 
lects the duties on importations. 
The FederalTrade Commission, also, 
is extremely active in investiga- 
tional work and has power to in- 
quire into the business practices 
of any firm or individual in busi- 
ness in the country. 

Above all these is the congres- 
sional committee, to which usually 
is given power to compel attendance 
and production of papers. Indeed, 
in some cases a committee’s investi- 
gators have simply moved into a 
ldrge office and taken complete 
charge of the documents. Every 
firm and individual in the country 
is subject to such a committee’s 
questioning. 

As if this were not enough, Con- 
gress creates or the administration 
appoints, from time to time, spe- 
cial commissions such as the coal 
commission, which not long ago in- 
vestigated the coal industry (at a 
cost of $600,000), the oil conserva- 
tion board which kept the entire 
industry busy for months answer- 
ing questionnaires, and the Federal 
power commission, whose investi- 
gations are restricted to a nar- 
rowed particular line. 

All in all, government is in busi- 
ness up to its hilt—in business with 
a question on its lips every moment 
of the day.

The existence of a dishonest ele- 
ment in the legal profession of this

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DR. HART SEES MENAGE 
~ IN IMMATURE MARRIAGE 


Women Should Wed at 21 to 
27, Men 25 to 33, He Tells 
Episcopal Congress. 


BISHOP FREEMAN SPEAKS 


Richmond, Va., April 28.—(By 
A. P.).—Immature marriages too 
often result in ‘“‘bankrupt’’ mar- 
riages and the best age for women 
to marry is from 21 to 27 and for 
men, 25 to 33, if this condition is 
to be remedied, Prof. Hornell Hart, 


of the graduate department of 
Bryn Mawr college, told a confer- 
ence of clergy today in connection 
with the Episcopal Church congress 
in session here. 

Prof. Hart, a diligent student of 
social research, spoke on “The 
Clergyman as a Marriage Counsel- 
lor.”” The chief causes of marital 
insolvency, he declared, are mis- 
mating, sexual conflict and family‘ 
finance, and the one on which he 
laid such particular stress, imma- 
ture marriages. 

The Rev. Charles N. Lathrop, of 
New York, who presented another 
Paper at this afternoon’s§ session 
Suggested that the Episcopal de- 
nomination might contribute ma- 
terially to alleviating the situation 
by forbidding its clergymen to 
‘Marry couples not affiliated with 
the Episcopal church, but the sug- 
gestion, he admitted, ‘‘bristled with 
difficulties.’’ 

Prof. Horn and Dr. Lathrop sug- 
gested as valuable possible aid the 
securing of authoritative books of 
instruction for engaged couples. Dr. 
Lathrop, with a view to correcting 
the divorce evil, recommended 
“that marriage of the church be re- 
elevated to its unique position of 
importance, and re-sanctified.’’ 

Bishop James E. Freeman, of 
Washington, told the congress that 
America is the most lawless nation 
in the world and that the ‘‘greatest 
question confronting the American 
people is whether they shall be 
obedient to the nation’s laws.”

Insurance Connections Taken Up. 


Thomas M. Baldwin, District in- 
surance commissioner, was called 
to testify as to Mr. Fenning’s in-| 
surance connections. He said Mr. | 
Fenning was solicitor for the} 
United States Fidelity & Guaranty 
Co., Great American Insurance Co. 
of New York, and the Massachu- 
setts Bonding & Insurance Co. 
The two surety companies, he 
testified in answer to questions by 
Representative Blanton, of Texas, 
act as suretors for local public 
building and construction. 

“Then,” Mr. Blanton pursued, 
“Mr. Fenning as commissioner, in 
case of default of contractors, 
would have to direct suit against 
his own company.’’ 

“Absolutely,” replied Mr. Bald- 
win, but he explained that it was 
the custom for these companies to 
give solicitor’s licenses oftentimes 
solely in order that the recipient 
might receive the commission on 
bonds which he has to furnish him- 
self. 


Says Fenning Asked to Shelve Bill. 


The commissioner, so far as 
known, holds his licenses in order 
that he can receive the commission 
on the bonds used in connection 
with his guardianship practice, Mr. 
Baldwin said. He added that Mr. 
Fenning had told him to withhold 
a bill which he and certain loca) in- 
surance interests have sought to 
have passed, and about which there 
has been considerable controversy. 
Policeman Gore was called to tell 
about the time he ordered the re- 
moval of the commissioner’s car 
from restricted area. He said he 
had Been shifted from one pre- 
cinct to another three times since 
the incident, but he would not as- 
sign his experience with the com- 
missioner’s car as the reason. 

Mr. Fenning encountered diffi- 
culty with the House veterans’ 
committee in the afternoon imme- 
diately he was turned over to Rep- 
resentatives Milligan, Missouri; 
Rankin, Mississippi, and Bulwinkle, 
of North Carolina, Democrats, for 
questioning. 


Rankin Resents Remark. 


He had proceeded only a_ few 
minutes when Mr. Rankin, resent- 
ing one of the commissioner’s re- 
marks, jumped up and exclaimed: 

“You talk to me like I ama 
white man.”’ 

Representative Luce, Republican, 
of Massachusetts, steered the com- 
missioner through a lengthy state- 
ment of his guardianship practice 
at the morning session and for 
part of the afternoon session. 

The short time in which the Dem- 
ocratic trio had the commissioner 
was but a series of flare ups with 
Chairman Johnson, of South Da- 
kota, frequently having to pound 
for order. 

Incidentally, Mr. Fenning re- 
vealed that Auditor Herbert L. 
Davis, of the District Supreme 
court, had summoned him to ap- 
pear Saturday for a hearing on his 
dual role of surety solicitor and 
guardian, about which Mr. Davis 
had testified he knew nothing. 

At the courthouse Mr. Davis said 
the hearing had to do with the 
transfer of one of Mr. Fenning’s 
cases. 


Fenning Tells of Services. 


Mr. Fenning’s examination be- 
fore the veterans’ committee by 
Mr. Luce embraced a detailed state- 
ment of the services he gave his 
wards, and an explanation of how 
he arrived at a fee of 10 per cent 
for professional as well as personal 
services. 

When Mr. Luce concluded, the 
Rankin-Milligan-Bulwinkle battery 
immediately sought an analysis of 
his services and the percentage of 
the 10 per cent which Mr. Fenning 
considered should be charged. Mr. 
Fenning steadfastly insisted that 
the ‘‘whole picture’’ had to be con- 
sidered and refused to give the 
analysis. 


“The full picture is outlined in 
the sworn statement accompanying 
each report which is satisfactory to 
the United States court,’ Mr. Fen- 
ning said. 


Clings to Statement. 


“But it’s nothing but a stereo- 
typed statement,”’ Mr. Rankin said. 
“The same language is in every 
case.”’ 

‘Nevertheless, it is a sworn state- 
ment and true,’’ Mr. Fenning re- 
torted. : 

Mr. Rankin, who has given notice 
that he planned to go through in 
detail with every one of the more

Mr. Fenning interrupted to ob- 
serve that the “oration is hardly 
applicable in this case, because the 
boy is in Bronx, N. Y.”’

Declares Estate Increased. 


Then in a series of questions Mr. 
Rankin elicited acquiescence to his 
statement that aside from the $40 
allowed the boy for personal use, 
he fared in the matter of food at 
the hospital ‘‘no better than any 
pauper picked up on the streets.” 


‘For these services you received 
a fee of $200,’’ pursued Mr. Rankin.

Usually it is his practice, 
he said, to call the hospital and have 
the physician in charge select three 
men to be accompanied by an at- 
tendant. The expenses of the ride 
are pro rated among the wards, he 
explained. 

Although his connections with 
the ward ceaseg at his death, as a 
matter of public policy, he said, he 
would undertake to see that he got 
a fitting burial in case the veteran's 
bureau for some reason or another 
would not take the body and there 
are no known relatives. He said 
he was ‘quite confident’ he had 
never intervened to keep the bureau 
from having a body.

I try to ascer- 
tain their desires and within reason 
to supply them. I've gone the 
limit to supply my wards with any- 
thing they want. I did draw the 
line when one man wanted a ‘live 
duck.’ 

“Upon one visit, one man wanted 
to know how ‘old horse Prince’ was 
getting along at home. I wrote his 
relatives and they were gratified to 
know that the boy thougmM of the 
horse.”’ 


“It means a lot to a mother for 
me to write and say that I have 
seen her boy,’’ Mr. Fenning related. 
“It gives her sort of a personal 
touch.”’ 

Asked by Mr. Luce if he was 
available to his wards at times 
other than his periodical visits, Mr. 
Fenning said: 

“They always have access to me. 
If they tell the doctor or ward sur- 
geon that they want to see Mr. Fen- 
ning, I'll go out in a day or two.” 
He frequently acts to get a ward 
liberty or parole when his condli- 
tion clears, Mr. Fenning said. 

Asked if he knew one particular 
ward, Mr. Fenning said: 

“Yes, he thinks he is a movie 
actor—a Charlie Chaplin, but so 
far as I know he was never an 
actor.”’ 

Concerning his fee, Mr. Fenning 
said he was convinced that any 
three lawyers would charge more 
for any one of his cases involving 
the same amount of service. His 
work necessitates the constant em- 
ployment of a clerk, use of two 
rooms, the furnishing of typewrit- 
ers and fixtures and other over- 
head, he said. It is his practice 
to have the court always prescribe 
a bond slightly in excess of the 
amount of the estate, he said. 

He again explained that to give 
his wards the benefits of his com- 
mission on:surety premiums would 
constitute a rebate. Explaining 
that Mr. Davis, learning of his in- 
surance connections, had ordered 1 
hearing, Mr. Fenning suggested 
that the matter would be settled 
properly in the court. 


Dumfounded at Demotion., 


Getting back to the night hear- 
ing Inspector Shelby related that 
about three weeks before Inspector 
Headley’s demotion, Traffic Director 
Eldridge told him that he was not 
getting cooperation from Inspector 
Headley. 

“I went to Evans, then acting 
major and superintendent of po- 
lice,’”” continued Inspector Shelby,

“and told him he should bring Eld- 
ridge and Headley together. I told 
him that Eldridge had complained 
that Headley was not cooperating. 
Evans replied, ‘I'll get cooperation, 
I'll demote Headley,’ or words to 
that effect. I told him that under 
no circumstances should such a con- 
tingency as that be brought about, 
but that he should bring them to- 
gether. The next I heard of it at 
all was the order demoting Inspec- 
tor Headley. I was astonished—— 
dumfounded.”’ He paid high trib- 
ute to Inspector Headley, saying: 

“Sometimes, I do not think we 
had broad enough vision fully to 
appreciate him.” 

Mr. Blanton asked Inspector 
Shelby under what authority Com- 
missioner Fenning used a $1,800 
a year fireman as his chauffeur. 
The inspector said he did not know 
that Mr. Fenning did so. ‘‘Well, 
he does,’’ commented Mr. Bianton. 

Daniel E. Garges, secretary of 
the board of commissioners, was 
called to relate the procedure of 
Capt. Headley’s demotion.

Fenning to make the will said that 
the boy had no brothers or sisters 
besides the purported sister, Mr. 
Mackey testified, while as a matter 
of fact, he had several brothers and 
sisters. 

Representative Gibson, chairman 
of the subcommittee, was asked to 
call for tomorrow and Saturday 
nights, Maj. Peyton Gordon, United 
States attorney; Commissioner Ru- 
dolph, E. C. Graham, member of 
the board of education; Daniel W.

Mr. Fenning appears again before 
the veterans committee this morn- 
ing, while Mr. Blanton has some 
witnesses for tonight's hearing.

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THOUSANDS OF ACRES 
THREATENED BY FIRE 


300 Men Fight Flames in 
Surry County, Va.; Several 
Homes Destroyed. 


Norfolk, Va., April 28 (By A. 
P.).—Thousands of acres of valu- 
able timberland were threatened by 
a forest fire that raged in Surry 
county tonight. Meager reports 
from Dendron, Va., stated that the 
conflagration, sweeping westward 
from a few miles west of Dendron 
toward Elberon, 6 miles distant, al- 
ready had destroyed several hun- 
dred acres of timber and burned 
several homes. No lives were lost. 

The fire started this morning. 
How it originated has not been as- 
certained. This afternoon a gen- 
eral call for volunteer fire fighters 
was broadcast throughout the coun- 
tryside, and by nightfall approxi- 
mately 300 men from Dendron, 
Central Hill and Surry Courthouse 
were combatting the flames. 

While there are several impor- 
tant lumber mills in Surry county, 
reports from the fire zone indicate 


that none of them had been touched 
by the blaze. 


Dynamite Blast Kills 
Man; Another Blinded 


Martinsburg, W. Va., April 28.— 
Lee Watson, 18 years old, quarry 
worker, died this morning in a 
hospital here and a fellow work- 
man, Allen Armstrong, 39, is near 
death at the same institution as the 
result of a dynamite explosion at 
Armstrong’s home last night. 

According to Watson’s dying 
statement, he accidentally dropped 
a match near some dynamite caps 
and blasting powder, causing the 
explosion, which was heard all over 
Berkeley, four miles from here. 
Watson’s eyes were blown out and 
his face was peppered with powder. 
Armstrong was blinded.

BREAST FED BABIES. 


MONG those who object to prop- 
A aganda articles in favor of 
breast feeding are those who 
disagree with the statistical basis for 
it. Of course, these people may be 
plainly cantankerous and, as a rule, 
to answer cantankerous people is a 
waste of time. But, then, they may 
have some logic on their side. Let’s 
see. 

They say the heavy death rate 
is among babies less than 1 
month old. Which is true. That 
practically all babies are breast fed 
during the first month of life. 
Which is also true. Therefore 
breast feeding does no good; go 
on and feed the baby from a bot- 
tle. The question to discuss is 
whether the premises lead to the 
conclusion. 


It is true that practically all ba- 
bies less than 1 month old are 
breast fed. One difficulty in inter- 
preting statistics on breast feeding 
and bottle feeding is that the re- 
ports do not give the ages of the 
babies reported on. The Minne- 
apolis report did not make that 
mistake. They gave the percentage 
of breast fed babies at 1 month 
and each subsequent month of life. 

All such figures show that almost

It is true that the heavy death 
rates are among babies less than 
one month of age. But when we 
come to analyze we find that breast 
feeding is not the cause. Some of 
those very young babies die from | 
inherited diseases, some from birth 
accidents, some from birth infec- 
tions (may be these should be 
called birth accidents), and some 
just do not seem to get a good toe- 
hold on life. The newly born babe 
must get accustomed to a lot of 
things he never heard of before. 
His skin must get used to air, dry- 
ness, germs and dust. His lungs 
must get used to air and germs 
and dirt. They never worked a 
stroke before birth. The heart 
must learn how to send blood on a 
new route at birth. The kidneys 
are almost new to their job. The 
stomach, intestines, and liver never 
worked at their jobs. 

The reasons why babies get into 
trouble when less than 1 month 
old are many. The reasons which 
relate to food make up one part, 
but not the most important. Babies 
less than 1 month old get in trouble 
not because they are breast fed but 
in spite of it.

The great question of breast feed- 


ing relates to babies older than 1 


month. Many mothers say they do 
not breast feed because chemical 
analyses show their milk to be poor 
in quality. The answer to that ob- 
jection is that analysis of breast 
milk is of little value. The ordinary 
analysis, under the usual method of 
interpretation, has done more harm 
than good. It has misled more often 
than otherwise. Milk taken from 
the same breast may be too rich or 
too watery, dependent upon whether 
it is the strippings or the first milk 
drawn. There are breast milks that 
do not agree with the babies that 
drink them, but such are few in 
number. This excuse for not breast 
feeding is not valid in one-tenth the 
instances when it is given. 


HOT MILK FOR INSOMNIA. 


C. E. E. writes: For the sake of 
readers who suffer frem sleepless- 
ness I want to suggest taking hot 
milk in a thermos bottle to their 
bedrooms, and if they can not get 
to sleep try drinking it. 

I had a severe breakdown, and 
while at a sanitarium the nurse 
would bring itto me. After I came 
home I tried this way rather than 
get up and heat the milk. I think 
it better than pills. One should 
not be discouraged if sleep does not 
come in quite a while, but it has 
generally worked with me. 

REPLY. 

Anything beats pills. 

Bacteria multiply rapidly in milk 
in a thermos bottle where the tem- 
perature is right. But you can guard 
against that by keeping the milk 
fairly hot—something more than 
warm.

While some of the security 
behind the International Mercantile 
Marine bonds will be removed by 
the sale of the White Star ships, 
other arrangements make it unne- 
cessary to retire the issue at the 
callable price of 110, it was reported 
today. This uncertainty checked 
accumulation of the bonds and they 
reacted 3% points to 92%, com- 
pared with the recent high price of 
98. Skelly Oil 64s achieved a new 
peak price above 140, on reports 
of an impending merger, but later 
lost all of their gain.

belt. Reports of heavy frosts in Kan- 
sas and of some pe deterioration 
there from lack of moisture w ere ac- 
cofapanied by official advices of 5 to 10 
percent damage from high winds and 
efust storms in tala ty How ever, 
reliing pressure which . increased 
whenever the market*bulged had a 
tendency to keep values within a 
somewhat narrow range throughout 
the day:

The retirement 
proposal has his sympathy, the 
White House spokesman has made 
plain, but it must be handled along 
lines that will not impose any addi- 
tional burden on the government 
finances.
